The oltl<-inls 
of the ioreigu oUice enipluisized the fact 
lliat the Anglo-.Vuierican coinmissionerK 
disjilayed the utmost friendliness and 
cordiality, although tbey were unable to 
agree on the complicated and illtliciilt; 
problem of the Alaskim boundary. 

New York, Feb. 22. — Uoferriiig c<li- 
torially to the adjourniuent of the joint 
high commission, tlie Tribune tii-day 
s lys: '• Tfie adjournment <>f the joint 
lu^h commission to meet again at the . 
beginning of August i.^ neither to be won- 
!i.red at. nor to bo regretted. It does 
not indicate that iliQ conamission has 
failed in its work, nor that a settlemeht 
or at least some of the controversies be- 
tween the United States and Canada is 
not to be reached. On the contrary., it 
MtrengtheiiH the expectation of such set- 
tlement. Obviously tile results of the 
commission's work niust be embodied iii

The plan is, 
therefore, for the cniiiniissiou to come to- 
getlic-r in AiiRiist and elose np its vvork, 
so as to have a treaty ready for submis- 
sion to the Hoimte when the latter body 
re-assemblos in .Dccefuiier next. It is a 
practical and promising plan."

It 
will make England understand the so- 
called AiiKlo-Aniericaii alliance, and if 
AniericaiiH really value or ha-.'e any occa- 
sion in future to value it, tliey will be 
more likely to listen to our iirgumenta. 
Nothing could lie better tliau for tho 
United States to se(> that in uny treaty 
t will be Canada tliat will make it- and 
I'bu-'land that will sign it. The average 
.\mericaii lias bad tin' lielief that Canada 
would have to uKi-ee to any arrangement 
Kiutlaud niij-'bt make from nga Imperial 
loint of view. If tbey will now undor- 
.taiid it is we who shall make a treaty,, 
here is nothing that would make a bet- 
t..r state of relations between tlie Unitetl . 
States and Canada."

.\UMOUALS IN RAILWAY LANDS. 

HON. MR. COTTON, in moving tho 
second reading of the bill to extend to 
extend to all free miners the right oi ; 
the crown to prospect for minerals ni ! 
railway lands said that ihe title of the ] 
bill in a measure dxplaiiied very full.v us | 
intent, besides which the subject had al- j 
ready been discussed on more thau one I 
occasion in the house and on the public 
platform. The object 8f the present 
legislation was to confer on every man 
holding a free minor's license Ihe prov- 
en right of Ihc crown to enter and search 
for mineral in laiuls comprised in rail- 
way grams. The experience of the past , 
had been that prospectors had mot with i 
serious diUlculties in pursuing Ibeir avo- 1 
cation in such lauds— if not actually lor- 
biddbii to enter upon the railway lands 
in question it had been intimated to] 
them that they might incur very senous i 
penalties for trespa.ss if they engaged in | 
j prospecting oa such lauds. 'Hie right ot , 
' iho crown (o the iirccious inelals, wher- 
; ever found, bad been deinoiislraled in 
the ciuirts, and sustained by the highest 
tribunal in the land, but as this right of 
possession bad no value unless U wi're 
lo be extended to the prospector.s. the 
goveriimciil now proposed lo make their 
eiitrv upon such lands willioul luU-rler- 
ence'. The ci>ulentioii had been raised 
that whereas the precious metals were 
found in the majority of cases mi.xed 
with the baser metals, the property right 
in the base metals controlled the oiicniiij; 
up of the properlics. His own conton- 
lioii was thai the crowu had the superior 
right whore the base and precious metals 
mingled— not tho owner of the base met- 
als. And he believed that bis opinion in 
this regard would be sustained by the 
courts in the event of a teist being made. 
This was in effect what was contemplat- 
ed in the prQSont bill, and sooner or 
later tlie railway companies who bad en- 
deavored or were cmleavoring to ob- 
struct: the prospoctors- iu thoir lands, 
would come to the conclusion that this 
was legislation iu their best interests, 
as they would in time hud that the 
grea.tor opportunity tbey gave to minors 
to eiit'-r uixm and ('Xi.doit t.hoir lands for 
gold and silver, the «reali;r pi-olit wouhl 
naturally accrue lo them. Thiw also 
brou.ght into view another iiueslion, 
which although not idenlitied with the 
Itresent. bill, was yet related to it in u 
measure, and might be referred to, as 
sooner in- later it would lia.ve lo b<i- fac- 
ed. This (luestioii was whether th'? ,

This was a iiuesiioii that hail I 
como up on more than one occasion l 
across the border, iinlably in (ho <-l«<e oH 
the- Union raciiic, iu the early '•sixlie.-*,"' 
wluMi after lung consideralion conixri'ss- 
gave enormous aid lo secure onnstcuction, 
of the road, by meansi of suft.iiuies, guar- 
antees and land, one stipulatdon being.

There had uol been 9,00(1.(100 
acres grauti'il (o the compauv, but soiiio- 
think like 800,001; -ocres out of lli.OOO.OOO 
acres in (hat part of the country. Fiir- 
Iherniore. there was not an acri> or an 
iiieli of this laud (hat was closed (o tln^ 
luospeclor until (he selection of blo'jks 
had been made by the eumpa ny. As to 
tlie matters touched on by iho hoiior- 
ablo Minister of ■Finance; he very much 
doubtetl if tho prospector would obtain 
any protection througlf 4hc ' passage of 
this bill that he did -not at present enjoy 
under the existing law. If additional 
protection was to be secured, well and 
good; he certainly would not oppose the 
bill. All lands were at present open to 
the ]ii-iispee(or. and had it not been for 
Ihe remarks of (Iu; meiiibi-r for Cariboo, 
so wide from the facts and indicating so 
serious a misconception of the privileges 
granted under the Oassiar Central act, 
he should not have risAi. 

Ml!. XIOll.L felt that this was a meas-

A LIFE STOHY OF SALMON. 

Interesting Lecture by Prof. Prinwj^A 
Koyul li'iHh—TIic Difllculties 
of His Life. 

The fourtli .Saturday afternoon lecture In 
Toronto University ehomrtfal building was 
delivered by Prof. Edward Prince, Dowln- 
Ion Commissioner or i'-lsherles, Ottawa, on 
'■Our Salmon and Salmon PIsIierics," wltli 
lantern Illustrations. 

The salmon, he said, was tho Tjc^t kiinwn 
and most highly esteomea of :flsh. The k.iI- 
laon was an Important 'article of food, 
ranking very high In popular estimation, 
nud the king of flsU. In the old EdpIIbIi 
Inw the salmon was Tanked wftU tho stur- 
geon niid whnle ns ro;-nl flsU, and ns such 
the property of the crown. 

The skull of the flsb Is- largely composed 
of I'lirtll.iRo, and his polvlc fine wore a long 
way Ijiick, ami though mahy points 
giiiillng Iiliii imd dovelopcd 'lath controver- 
sies, Ills ipialltlcs as a game and food fish 
were beyond ciiTlI. 

Tt was Caniidii's- imast that nearly every 
river was or had been Hie resort of fiilmoii, 
ttntl may lie niail'e so again, not salmon as 
la Ihe Niagara district, wlilcli were really 
brook trout, and not siiliiion. but the real 
fniiiy king. It might almost lie said of the 
r.'iirted States salmon that It was coiilliieil 
I'lv only one or tWo rivers, the Kt. Crol.x 
iiiid Peirohscot. (.Canada, he .said, possessed 
the ffnest salmon rivers In file world, al- 
most nfcntleal with thone of the Ilrltlsli 
rsles; The smelt was now n very exlen- 
aonrco of shipment to the United 
.SlfttcB; wliore a few years ago It was hut 
nttle finown. 

The emfronmcnts ot a ffsh affected Its 
IpUyslbtfF dtnracterlstlcs; The esJBtcnee of 
s-en trout simply meant that the lls^ formed 
tlie lialift of coming down the river, and 
\i-ere sn> susceptible of organic ' modinen- 
tlnns tlial^ the two types beeitrao different, 
'riilii lias fieon amply proved In Xow Zea- 
land:

The following correspondence read in 
the Ic'sislattire yesterday shows the po- 
sition of the dispute between Mackenzie 
& Mann , and .the :'provinclal government 
with respect to the Stiklne trail accounts 
and the V. V. & E. railway subsidy: 
. A'ictoria, B.C., Xovendicr I'.O, l.S!)S. 
Sir — At the session ol' tlu> British 
ColumhUi Legislatiue held in 1S!)7, an 
act was passed eiUitied ilie "Brilisli Co- 
lumbia l'nl)li(- \\'orks Loan Act, 1807," 
for the pnrpose of encourngiiig thi' build- 
ing of railways by granting certain sub- 
sidies to persons and companies uudcr- 
taking the cnnstructioii thereof. This 
Act wins amended in IS'dS, and as amend- 
ed provided for the granting of a sulisidy 
to a ruibvay to be construi-ted frmii Pen- 
ticton to . the Boundary Creek District, 
being a di.staiice of approximately one 
hundred miles. 

The intention of the r,egislatnro, as 
shown by the preamble of tlie Act in 
question was, that any aid granted by 
the Provincial (.^overnmc'lit t'.) persons or 
companies constructing the rallt'Onriji 
mentioned in the Act should be supple- 
mented by subsidies from the Dominion 
Govornnient m\ the ground that the de- 
velopment of this Provine(? and the con- 
seciuent incn-ase of its po|)ulation would 
give an even greater increase of r(>vonuo 
to till! Dominion than to the Provincial 
Government. The exact wording oC the 
preamble in ([uestion Ih as follows: 

Whereas, the existenee of cxtranrclliiury 
mineral weallli lias bei-n siibstantliiti'd In 
n-.aiiy parts of the Province, and there ave 
valid reasons for believing that tiiere are 
nnnieroiis districts in the Province as yet 
nnprospeeted, which will also prove rich 
In lulnera! wealth, and, that an extensive 
Inmiigratlon and Increase of ipopulattoa may 
be anticipated .If means'. of ^commuulentlon 
ar(,' afforded by milways, 'roads, and otlier 
worljs for developing the natural wealth 
wlilch exists, both In mineral, timber and 
farming Iiind: 

And, Wlierca^, It Is cspcdlcnt'that the 
trade and commerce of British Goluail.bi 
aeeompanylng such develoiunent and in- 
ereiise in poiuihitlon should, as '-.w as n"S- 
sllde, he retained In the Doniiiileii of I'nn- 
ada, whieli will be best effec-tiMl l)y the 
early <'oiislrn('tioa of wiieh railways, reail-i 
and loiliilc works: 

And, Wiioreas, the addltloa'iif every ■iiiit 
of popniathai will gjve an liiiTense -if rcv- 
einie, both to the Dominliiii ami Provi.i l.ii 
governments, bat In a proportion approxi- 
mately two to one in favor of tlie Doiiiliiion 
as compareil with the Province, wliile li>e 
charges on the lYoviace for ailioliilst iiitlen 
and eoileetiiin resulting from siieli liu-reiise 
In pop.ilation are greater than those upon 
llie Donilnlop. and tile advantages ■» lie 
reaped from tlie execution of sm-li wor'JS 
would therefore eimstltute a strong eralin 
upon till.' Iioiuiiiion for assi.-itaaee ttete- 
iu: 

.\nd. ■\Vliereas. it Is expedient Hiat tins 
r.c-glsl'ature siionld uiak» Immediate and 
iideciuati- provision for subsidizing -iiiiwayH 
of die class above mentioned, ana with that 
cud a loan can be authorized. 

As is well known, it is the custom for 
the Dominion iJoveriinicnt tn only siui- 
,,1,-nu-iit aid already given for railway 
i-onstniction by the I'rovincial (Jovorn- 
iDciit and not to initiate such assistance, 
that is nut to pass any subsidy Act m 
favor of a Provincial railway before the 
Province in which such railway is to l>e 
constructed has itself passed a subsidy 
Act in favor of such road. 

All the railways which the I rovnu-ial 
Government were autliorized to assist by 
this Act, and especially the railway in 
(luestioii. that is fi-om Penticton tb the 
Uoundiirv Creek District, are railways 
Imviug special claims to Dominion assist- 
ance us being colonization roads absi,- 
lutely necessary for the development, of 
the surrounding territory, and further- 
more very expensive, to construct by rea- 
s(Mi of the peonlinr nature of the coun- 

y. .1 1 

Among other things it was provided 
sii(-li Act that no persons, tirm or cnm- 
panv should be entitled to a subsidy for 
the "construction of the line of railway 
in ouestion, iinlesH they entered into an 
ngrecment with the tToveriiment that 
bona lide and continuous constrnction 
should be commenced and carried on 
within fifteen monthf; f:om the jiassage 
of the Act (thus making tlie tiiiU! for 
comniem-ement the 8th of August, LSnS). 
and that such work when commenced 
should be duly and diligently prosecuted 
to the satisfaction of the Lieuteiiant- 
Goveriior-in-Coiineil, and tha-t no such 
subsidy should be granted unless this 
-; done and the rood completed to the 
. ...isfnction of the CJovcrnnient and se- 
i iirity given for the flue ol>eratii)ii and 
mainteiiam-e of the sniue. 

There was, however, no time limit fixed 
f(u- the completion of the railway, and 
no seeiiritv was rc(|uir('d to be given by 
llie (-oiilraelors for the <'onst ruetion 
Ihereof, it presnnuibly being assiiiued 
that the control given to the Govern- 
ment under the .\ct and proposed eon- 
traet over the granting or withholding 
of the subsidy itself W(mld be stillicieiil 
r.,;- this puriiose. It was also provirl(>d 
ill the .Act that any company alreiuly 
holdinjr a land grant from the Proviiu'ial 
Covernineiit in aid of the construction of 
any such line should only bo entitled to 
the subsidy in question upon its giving 
u]) all claim to such hind grant. 

When this Act war passed we, being 
desirous of earning the subsidy for Ike 
Pentioton road,' entered into negotiations 
with the Provincial Government to ob- 
tain the contract," and uiion such Govern- 
ment assuring us that they would, in 
accordance with the spirit of the Act, 
in no way tie btir hands in a subsequent 
applicatioh on our part to the Dominion 
Government to supplement such aid, wo 
pointed out to the Government that no 
survey had as yet been inaile of the roaii 
ill ritiestion, mid no cnnstnictinn there- 
fore could s;itistaetorily be commenced 
until such survey was conipleted, nnd 
also that the exix-nditure of a large sum 
of money upon construct ion itself prior to 
the next session of the Dominion iroiise. 
and our entering into any ahsolulo nnd 
unconditional agreement to cimstrnct 
such road, wnulil of a necessity make it 
absidutcly impossible to obtain such fur- 
ther aid from the L)oniinion Government 
as was crnileniplated by the Act in ques- 
tion. Wf furtlier pointed nut lhar such 
survey worlc had always been held to ho 
bona lide and continuous construction 
within the meaning of similar provisions 
in similar Subsidy Acts passed by other 
I'rovinces in Canada, and also by the 
Dominion House itself.

ant -Govi-rn or- in-Con iicil. under sub-sec-

They also agreed for the same 
reasons that the contract,. to ho signed 
by US with the Goyerhriiehtrshduld hot' 
be so absolute and uhcdndlttorinl in Its 
form as to cut itfC the respbnstbility of 
our obtaining Dominion aid, .and there- 
fore agreed that tlio contract itself nnd 
the security to bo given. by us for its 
performance (no sf-curity. of any kind for 
this purpose being rCQuircd by the Act 
itsi'lf) shoiihl he as now worded. 

I'lHiu this iiiidci-standiMg the following 
coptniet for the earning of the subsidv 
in question was drawn up and executed 
by us:

The C.l'.It. got .fi.iri , er 100 piniiids 
ti; ■\Vliiiiljiej;. wliHv t'n.' "liuuiefpt" grower 
Hoi iml i\ relit, not even fl stntemoul s.i.v- 
ing wliat his frnlt bail roalljied nud whether 
there was n iinlaiiec In his favor or not, 
althiiugli such o statement has boon rC' 
peatcdiy asked for.
